CALGARY, April 9.—A sugges« 
tion that advocates of social credit 
schemes in western Canada should 
call a conference to settle all dif- 
ferences in leadership so that their 
work could be carried on in unity 
was made here by Major C. H, 
Douglas, British economist, in ad« 
| dressing advocates and leaders of 
the Douglas system. 

Before an audience of 3,000, in« 
cluding leaders of the moveinent in 
Alberta, Major Douglas on Saturday 
night delivered an address in which 
he offered no definite plan for a 
new economic structure but assailed 
the existing monetary system, de- 
| claring it was one leading directly 
to chaos and destruction. He warn« 
ed his listeners that absolute unity 
of all classes was imperative, and 
that Alberta could hope for little 
advance in the breaking of the 
“monopoly of credit’ without full 
co-operation from other parts of 
the country. 

In suggesting a conference in the 
west, Major Douglas suggested C, 
W. Bowman, editor of the Ottawa 
Citizen, a staunch supporter of the 
Social Credit Plan advocated by 
the British economist, be named as 
chairman, 

We would, however, he said, 
leave the details of such a confer- 


ence in the hands of the men in 
western Canada interested in the 
promotion of such a pian. 


Unless the present financial sys< 
tem was crushed, Major Douglas 
declared, there would always be 
the menace of another war. 

“We are faced with this war, not 
because of a desire of financiers to 
produce war, but because of a sys- 
tem which precipitates war against 
the wishes of even those who oper- 
ate against it,” he said. Groups or 
organizations gontrolling national 
ard international credit would not 
lei go their power without a strug- 
gle. 

For the social credit campaign to 
| be successful, he added, there must 
| be steady disciplined action to re- 
store the monetary system to the 
state.

BOARD FAVORS 
FIXED PRICE 


Divided On Method But

ROME, April 9. — The world

They were “generally sympathe- 
tic’ however to the idea of a mini- 
mum price after Saturday's initial 
discussions, according to Andrew 
Cairns, Canadian secretary of the 
permanent committee. 

Only six nations’ spokesmen were 
heard on the subject and after the 
have expressed their 
views the conference will probably 
issue an authoritative summary. 

Generally speaking, the mini- 


!mum price plan is divided into two 


forms. Under one plan the price 


| might be fixed with differentials 
| for the different exporting coun- 


tries. The other scheme, more elas- 
tic, would aim at obtaining a fixed 
price only by the strict regulating 
of supplies. } 

Canada and Australia were 
among those favoring the minimum 
price plan and the United States 
leads those opposed to it. 

There were many arguments both 
for and against the proposal, it was 
said, and these will be continued 
with Monday and Tuesday. The 
conference expects to run through 
next week.

Mr. Duggan said that he was not 
going to deal with the matter in 
detail, as it would mean telling the 
inside story of what the federal gov- 
ernment has had to do to help the 
province and keep it on its feet. 

“No one man is going to solve the 
problems of this province,” he as- 
serted, “they are too big for that. 
A great deal depends upon co-op- 
eration with the federal govern- 
ment, The major remedy must be 
prescribed by the federal govern- 
ment, but it is useless for them to 
do this, unless the provincial gov- 
ernment is seized with the import- 
ance of carrying it out. There is no 
evidence of such on the part of the 
U. F. A. government.”

| The Passing Show

Just been watching the break-up of the ice 
on the North Saskatchewan.

I've been reading Freder- 
ick Palmer's personal story 
of his battle years. He calls 
it “With My Own Eyes.”

J. S. Cowper entered the war, Palmer was 
a veteran before ever the fatal shot was 
fired at Sarajevo. A brilliant young reporter 
in New York, he was sent at 24 by the New 
York Sun to report the Turko-Greece war of 
1897. He did such good work and made such 
a reputation that it sealed his fate. Thence- 
forth he was doomed to be a war correspend- 
tnt. In that capacity he toured Europe and 
Asia, was in the Philippine Rebellion, the 
Boxer Rebellion in China, crossed Siberia, was 
with the Japanese forces through Manchuria 
in the Russo-Japanese war, accompanied the 
U.S. fleet on its cruise to the west coast of South 
America and to Australia, and reported other 
wars in the Balkans and Mexico before the 
world war started.

It isn’t Palmer’s war reminiscences, inter- 
esting though they are, that intrigue me at the 
moment. It's his story of his trip into the Yu- 
kon in the winter of 1897-98 ahead of the gold 
rush, that makes its appeal at the moment. On 
the six-hundred-mile ‘‘mush” over the ice with 
a team of five huskies and two St. Bernards, 
the little party had to make all speed lest a 
Chinook come and break up the ice on the 
Yukon, leave them marooned on its banks, or, 
worse still, carry them away in its grinding 
horror. For ten days after leaving Chilkoot 
Pass, the party was held up while Palmer com- 
batted an attack of measles or smallpox. They 
were warned of the risks they took in trusting 
to the Yukon ice, which goes out suddenly like 
a flood. It went out the day after they ar- 
rived. 

Palmer writes of the good cleanliness of the 
North: 

“Then there was the cleanliness—although 
you might not change your clothes or bathe, 
for exposed flesh could bear the sting of the 
sharp cold for only a moment—the cleanliness 
of the uninhabited, frozen, virgin world which 
extends from the fresh boughs for your bed to 
rocky mountain faces as undefiled as the white 
summits and the sky; the cleanliness of the cold 
which soon freezes the food on your plate, and 
all waste, and hangs on your beard—when the 
cold will not let you shave—with icicles hang- 
ing instead, of thickening it with dust. It would 
not seem that any of the microbes that curse us 
could exist in the Far Northwest in winter.” 


And how is this for an appreciation of win- 
ter nights before a roaring log fire: 


| “After our evening meal we would build a 


huge fire of pine or fir, which laughed, crackled, 
roared and flickered its gleam out over the 
snow and aloft, as man’s tiny greeting in kind 
to the magnificent aurora borealis — which 
threw the landscape from river bed to moun- 
tain tops in relief. It was then, as we smoked 
our pipes, that Fritz, who had a fastidious taste 
| in literature, quoted poetry, and Jack’ told of 
his wanderings in the West, of round-ups and 
gun play. 

“There was no sound in the solitude except 
our voices and that of the flames. 
of cannon, no ripping whirr of machine gun, 
; not even the fizz of a rocket accompanied the 
borealis—utterly, incredibly, unearthly silent 

as silent Man’s best imitation of 
it—which he accompanies with pretentious fury 
and noise-—was the night bombardments before 
an aitack on the western front. But the com- 
bined bombardments of ten thousand major of- 
fensives were so faint in comparison that I 
recommend all who would witness what glory 
is left of war to go to the Arctic, instead of the 
| trenches, and see more majestic displays in such 
companionship as that around our camp-fire, 
instead of from the parapet as they wait for 
the zero hour.”

“I like the British for their personal toler-

dian officer, leather-necked, lean, clear-eyed, 
a western plains type, came to report on a mat- 
ter of official business. The Briton treated him 
' to that studious lofty look which foreigners see 
as a haughty stare, and which is most common 
among Englishmen who have recently received 
a small title, and are not yet quite sure of them- 
selves as aristocrats. But this Briton belonged 
to an old county family. In face of the lofty 
look the Canadian shifted arms and legs as he 
| hunted for words. After he had gone the Briton

Adhesions and Kinks 


Cause ‘Trouble 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In some cases where the patient has been 
constipated for years and then tries to overcome 
this condition, the treatment which will cure 
constipation in the average case fails to be of 
benefit. There may even appear to be some 
actual stoppage in the intes- 
tines. In many cases the in- 
terference is coming from ad- 
hesions, prolapsus or kinks in 
the intestines. 

Very often it is extremely 
necessary for the patient to 
overcome the constipation as 
the chronic poisoning is caus- 
ing rheumatism, arthritis, gall 
bladder disorders, and chronic 
appendicitis. For example, I 
receive many letters from

you who have arthritis and who do not seem to 


improve in a_ satisfactory manner. In such 
cases, I would advise you to have a thorough 
examination to find if adhesions or kinks are 
present, and if they are round, to start treat- 
ment which will overcome them. 

As the intestine is returned to a more nor- 
mal condition, the patient will find that he will 
be able to gain headway in overcoming the ar- 
thritis or the rheumatism. 

To understand how adhesions form in the 
body, you will first have to consider sagging or 
falling of the internal organs. This sagging re- 
sults from poor muscular tone so that the ab- 
dominal organs slip down instead of being held 
in their proper positions. As the organs slip, 
they rub against each other, causing an irrita- 
tion, and the irritation results in an abnormal 
growth of tough connective tissue between the 
two surfaces. In the course of time, the organs 
grow together, forming adhesions. As the ad- 
hesions tend to bind the organs and to limit 
free movement, they are often a direct cause 
of kinks. 

When the bowel becomes twisted or kinked, 
it will not do its work in the right way and in- 
stead of the wastes passing through it, they may 
be slowed down or stopped, leading to chronic 
constipation of a severe type. 

In curing kinks and adhesions, it is first 
necessary to thoroughly understand the shape 
and position of the kink and the location of the 
adhesions. It is advisable that a doctor trained 
in manipulative treatment feels down into the 
abdominal area and try to work the parts into 
their normaP positions with his fingers while the 
patient is being examined under the flouro- 
scope. Sometimes he can completely straighten 
the kinks out at the first treatment, especially 
if no adhesions have formed, although if ad- 
hesions are present many treatments are usual- 
ly necessary to bring ebout a permanent im- 
provement. 

Such treatments are perfectly comfortable 
and the beauty of them lies in the fact that the 
adhesions may be broken down and the kinks 
straightened out without cutting into the ab- 
dominal walls. As the condition of severe kinks 
bound down by adhesions is smoothed out, the 
intestines will begin to function better and for 
the first time in many years the patient finds 
the intestines discharging wastes normally. 

After the good results have been obtained, 
it is then vitally necessary that the patient 
keep the abdominal muscles strengthened and 
toned up by means of special exercises. The 
best exercises to use are those similar to the 
ones described in my article on Slanting Board 
Exercises.

As a general rule, such de- 
fects must be remedied by means of an opera- 
tion, and I advise that the operation be per- 
formed as early as possible as the younger the 
child, the better the results. No known cause 
has ever been discovered. There is some reason 
to believe that heredity plays a small part in 
the development of such defects. However, this 
has never been adequately proved or disproved.

River Blockade 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C 


No reasonable explanation can be given for the air-tight 
blockade maintained by the Dominion Government against the 
opening up of the Peace River area. The major movement of 
population which would certainly take place, and the opening up 
of the resources of the last western empire in North America, 
will lift Canada out of the depression just as soon as rail connec- 
tion with Finlay Forks becomes definitely assured. 


Peac 


The province of British Columbia has some seventy millions 
of dollars tied up in the Pacific Great Eastern Railway, and for 
many years has regarded it as a white elephant only to be dis- 
posed of at a sacrifice. As a matter of cold fact, the Pacific Great 
Eastern Railway, completed by an extension from Quesnelle, via 
Prince George to Finlay Forks, will immediately become one of 
the most valuable railway properties on this continent. It would 
control the north and south traffic between tidewater on the 
Pavific and the junction of the great rivers at Finlay Forks. 


The movement of population into the new area made avail- 
able would be certain to exceed in numbers the total population 
of British Columbia today. The province would then own one of 
the gilt-edged railway systems of the world instead of an unfin- 
ished project in which four-fifths of the entire tota! cost is already 
tied up. 


The east and west traffic between the junction of the great 
rivers and the city of Edmonton would give plenty of traffic to 
the railway now extending four hundred and seventy-four miles 
westward from Edmonton to Dawson Creek. Less than ten mil- 
lion dollars would complete the line to Finlay Forks. 


The Peace River area stands ready and waiting to put Canada 
on the way to renewed growth and prosperity. The total cost of 
completing both the Edmonton line and the Pacific Great Eastern 
to Finlay Forks would be much less than the yearly amount now 
spent for direct relief. 


Every community in Canada would get direct and permanent 
benefit from the opening up of the Peace River area, and the 
effect of a powerful constructive movement would aid in ending 
the depression. 


The blockade may be first broken from the Northwest, be- 
cause at the present session of the British Columbia legislature 
the charter for a railway from Stewart at the head of Portland 
Canal, B.C., to Fort Grahame on the Finlay River was cnly re- 
newed for nine months, on condition that the work of construc- 
tion be then commenced and carried on continuously, and that 
on proof of work being carried on continuously and efficiently 
the legislature will fix the final date for complétion but not 
longer than five years from now. Probably the line will reach 
Fort Grahame within three years. 


But the north and south line via Prince George, and the 
east and west line from Edmonton to Finlay Forks will still be 
urgently needed to take care of traffic and provide facilities for 
a major movement of population. The total cost would be about 
one-tenth what Canada was prepared to spend on the St. Law- 
rence waterway; and the direct benefits to Canadian commerce 
will be more than one hundred times greater than could ever be 
obtained from the St. Lawrence ship canal and power recovery.

EXTEND RATE 
ON ALBERTA 
COAL TO ONT. 


An extension of the Ontario coal 
rate providing for the shipment of 
Alberta coal from any point in the 
province to any point on the C.N R., | 
C.P.R. and Timiskaming and Nor- | 
thern Ontario Railway in Ontario 
at a rate of $5.50 per ton was an- 


nounced Monday by Howard 
Stutchbury, Alberta Trade com- 
missioner. 


The agreement given this rate ex- 
pired on March 31, 1934. Following 
conferences between government 
and railway officials, it will again 
become effective and will continue 
until March 31, 1935. 

Commenting on this price per ton, 
Mr. Stutchbury said it was quite 
satisfactory. Fifty thousand tons of 
Alberta coal were shipped east last 
year. Asked whether he believed 
the tonnage would be higher this 
year, the trade commissioned declin- 
ed to make a forecast. “What the} 
coal operators are wanting is a rate | 
which will be set for a number of | 
years.

Ferguson, in charge of a red and 
white line car, had backed up the 
tram from 115 avenue and _ had 
pulled into the track Yr’ to go 
west on 114 avenue when his trol- 
ley pole Jeft the wires. Going to 
the rear of the tram, he saw two 
young men, one of whom approach- 
ed and ordered him to put up his) 
hands. The thug, unmasked, held) 
either a stick or a gun about six} 
inches long. Ignoring the curt or- 
der of the stick-up man, Ferguson | 
reached up to grasp the rope on the 
trolley pole, when he was struck on 
the head. 

A sharp instrument was used, as} 
it punched a hole through his cap| 
and cut him above the left ear. 


TROLLEY WAS CONNECTED 

Luckily before the thug struck | 
him Ferguson had managed to get 
the trolley pole in partial contact 
with the overhead wires and he ran 
to the front of the tram, climbed 
into the vestible and rolled the car 
west along 114 avenue, leaving the 
two surprised stick-ups standing in 
their tracks. 

Leaving his tram standing on the 
tracks near the corner of 114 avenue 
and 83 street, Ferguson ran to the 
home of Syver Hanson, 11408 83 
street to call the police department. 
There was no phone in the house 
and with Hanson he went back to 
the standing tram and put the trol- 
ley on the wires. 

The alarm reaching headquarters 
shortly after 9 pm. brought out two 
car loads of police and a search of 
the district was made. No suspicious 
persons were seen around. 

Ferguson, suffering only a minor 
injury continued on shift to mid- 
night.

The doctor foresaw a swing to 
Conservatism in this province—it is 
the nature of British people to 
always turn towards the Conserva- 
tive party in a crisis, he averred.
